1 He Advices from Languedoc confirm, 
that the Malecontents of the Sevennes, 
which at prefent are reckon’d to be 6000 

ftrong, and are divided into 8 fevetal 
Bodies difpers’d in different Places, con- 

time to Alarm that Country perpetually. Let- 

ters from Montpelier of the 6th Inftant give the 

following Account of them ‘ The Camifards , 

‘tothe Number of above 1200, went on the 4th 

‘of this Month to Ganges, where they tarried 

‘from 10 in the Morning till 4 inthe Evening. In 

‘their way thither, they met with a Detachment of 

‘the Regiment of Marines that is quarter’d in St. 

‘ Hipolite, confifting of 25 Soldiers, who ferv’d as a 

‘Convoy to a Vicar that was going to Vigan, they 

‘kil'd 18 or 19 of them, but the Vicar being on 

‘Horfeback efcap’d. At Ganges they did nothing, 

‘they only Eat and Drank, took what Arms they 

‘found, and chang’d their Linnen. After they were 

‘gone, the Townsmen deputed 6 of the Inhabitants 

‘to the Marfhal de Montrevel, and 2 to the Bifhop 

‘ of Montpelier, to inform them of what had oo d, 

‘ that it might not be imputed to them as a Crime, 

‘that they did not conteft with People that had force 

‘to compel them ; and who befides, committed no 

‘ Diforder asthey havedone in other Places. Whether 

‘ their Town will be pillag’d or burnt for this, as the 

‘Marihal de Montrevel has’ threaten’d'to treat all 

‘that give any Relief to the Camifards, we fhall 

‘ quickly know. This Party is that commanded by 

‘Rolland. Vailgailles commands a Brigade. The 

‘ forcing our Youth to caft Lots who thall go into the 

‘ King’s Service, ferves to increafe the Number of 

‘the Camifards, for thofe that are lifted run in to 

‘them as foon as they can get Opportunity. We 

‘learn fince that the Camifards have been up to the 

‘ very Gates of Anduze, and burnt 2 Farm Houfes, 

‘ and done other Mifchief. Which was avery daring 

‘ Action, confidering the Marfhal de Montrevel was 

‘ then’in that Town with above 2000 Men.

Paris, March 24. Some Months have pafs'd fince 
the Religionary Fanaticks of the Cevennes, feduc’d 
by their pretended Prophets, rofe in Arms, and un- 
der the Conduct of certain profligate fellows whom 
they chofe to command them, flew Divers Ecclefi- 
afticks, and burnt feveral Churches. At firft ‘twas 
hop’d the Punithment of their Leaders, who were 
fought after, would have reduc’d them to their 

Duty ; but, on the contrary, that Indulgence heigh- 

tening their Infolence and Fury, they drew together 

in greater Numbers, burnt a great many Churches, 

Villages, and Houfes, and kill’d Men, Women, and 

Children, with incredible inhumanity, Vaunting 

they would extirpate all the Ancient Catholicks of 

that Country. On the firft advices of thefe extra- 
ordinary diforders, the King refolv’d to remedy 
them. He caus’d Troops to march, and feat the 

Sieur Julien, a Majer Gencral, and afterwards rhe 

Marfhal de Montrevel to command in chief. On 

the oth of Jaft Month, they march’d 800 in Num- 
T, t© enter into the Vivarez: Bur they were op- 


pos’d at Vallons at the Paffage over the Ardeche, by 
the Baron de la Gorce, and the Sieur: le, Jouviac, 
who being at the Head of 200 Men oft thé Militia 
repuls'd them, and kill’d about 60 of them; The 
Day aiter, they purfued them, with too much heat, 
as far as about Barjac, where they were oblig’d to 
give ground before the Superior Number of the Fa- 
naticks, and the Baron de la Gorce was kill'd, with 
2 or 3 Officers and 20 Soldiers. Some hours after; 
the Sieur Julien, who had notice of their March, ar- 
riv d with 400 Men of the Regiment of ‘Haynautr, 
and joyning himfelf with the Companies of the Mi- 
litia led by the Count de Florack, and the Sieur de 
Jouviac, atrack’d the Rebels and utterly routed them. 
Above 400 of them were kill’d, and 40 taken Pri- 
foners, with no more lofs than of 3 or 4 Soldiers, 
Their Horfes, Baggage, Ammunition, and a great 
Number of Arms, which they abandon’d, were ta 
ker. Since which, they have been beaten in 3 or 4 
Skirmifhes, in which their lofs was very confiderable. 
Particularly within a Leaguc and an half of Nit 
mes, where the Marfhal de Montrevel was in Per- 
fon, and kill'd them 100 or 120 Men; and at Ge- 


_nouillac, where the Sieur de Marfilly kill’d above 60 


of them. Finally, we have advice, that thefe Re- 
bels having form’d a Body of 15 or 1600 Men, 


‘went to Ganges, and afterwards to Vigan. Of 


which the Marfhal de Montrevel being inform’d, 
march’d on the 5th of this Month with about 3000 
Men to St. Hippolite, where he learn’d thar they 
were come to the Village of Pompignan. On the 
6th, at 4 in the Morning, he began his march ro at- 
tack them, and obferving that Pompignan lay in a 
bottom furrounded with Hills, and that behind the 


Village was a thick Wood, into which the Rebels . 


might fly for fhelter, he divided his Troops into 3 
Bodies, and fent 400 Méquelets to Poft themfelves in 
ambuth in the Wood. Then he advanc’d,and found 
them burning the Church and fome Houfes, and 
caufing them to be attack’d, they fled towards the 
Wood, where between the Fire of the Miquelets, 
and ofthofe that purfued them,above 300 were kill’d. 
They then betook themfelves to the Plain, where 


‘the Sieur de Parat, a Brigadier, who commanded 


one of the Detachments, kill’d a great Number of 
them, and going on further they met with the like 


treatment from the Sieur de Guichard, Lieutenant. 


Collonel of the Regiment of Haynaut. Above 506 
were kill'd, with Roland their chief Commander, 


_and divers others ; befides the wounded, and thofe 
who perith’d, or were taken in the Purfuit. 


This is the firft time the Infurrection in the Seven- 
nes has been taken notice of in the Paris Gazette.

« befides Bills of Exchange. Tis faid likewife, that 
« another of their Leaders nam’d Ratelet, who call’d

‘ Prifoner, and afterwards broken on the Wheel at 
* Alais. 11 Of the Malecontents were taken at 
« Ganges ; and Decachments are fent to feveral Pla- 
* ces to ftreighten them yet more. The Marthal de 
‘ Montrevel has receiv’d a great Reinforcement of 
¢ Gentlemen and Militia of the Province. 
. Hague, March 25. The following Letter was 
wrixten from Nifmes, on the roth of this Month, to 
Amfterdam. 
« We are furpriz’d here to fee certain Prints make 
‘fo much Noife of the grear and frequent Advan- 
‘ages gain’d by the King’s Troops over the Male- 
* contents of the Sevennes, whereas the cafe is quite 
‘ otherwile, and we are in no little. Apprehenfion of 
* being furpriz’d aud pillag’d by thofe People. One 
* of their Detachments of 1500 Men, entred into the 
‘Village of Tarau, and carried off all the Arms, 
‘ Money, and Cloath, they could Jay their Hands 
‘on; and after returning Thanks to God publickly 
‘ in the Market-Place, march’d to plunder anether 
¢ Place. ‘The Mavthal de Montreve! is now in An- 
‘ duze with 2000 Men of regular Troops. Yet he 
‘ter of the Malecontents pafs by rar Place, 
* without daring to atrack them. He erder’d, at his 
* Arrival, the Youth in all the Towns and Villages 
* to be rais'd and arm’d, but dares not truft them, 
‘having experienc’d that thofe Young Feilows de- 
* in Numbers and run over the Malecontents. 
* Another Party of 1500 Malecontents are in the 
* Neighbourhood of Montpelier, where they have 
* pillag’d and burnt divers Villages ; and there are 
* 5000 more of them in feveral Places ; infumuch 
* that the whole Country is in Alarm. Their Num- 
‘ber augments daily ; they frequently bear the 
* Kings Forces, and it has been hitherto impoffible to 
‘ quell them. So fierce are their Minds, that thofe 
* of chem who happen to be made Prifoners,reproach 
* themfelves aloud, that they deferve Death for fuf- 
* fering themfe!ves to be taken by their Enemies. 
‘Turin, March 10. The Duke of Savoy our Prince, 
at the Inftance of the King of France, lately fent 
to fome of the Principai Men of the Proteftants of the
